The officer must
agree to make the home their sole residence for three years following the
purchase.

In December 2004, the Cincinnati Police Department received a request from
the Washington DC MetroEoIitan Police Department (MPD) for assistance during
the Inauguration of the 55" President of the United States on Thursday, January
20, 2005. The request was made as a result of the threat level in the Nation’s
Capital and the on-going development of intelligence regarding this event.
Accordingly, the MPD requested the Cincinnati Police Department provide
supplemental uniformed presence during the Inauguration. Cincinnati Police
Department members were requested to work in partnership with uniformed
MPD officers along the parade route, at Inaugural Ball sites, and at many other
critical sites around Washington DC.

A total of fifty one Cincinnati Police Department members volunteered for this
detail. These officers interrupted their personal schedules and made
themselves available to serve their country. The officers traveled by bus to
Washington DC, endured long days, and severe winter weather. The Cincinnati
Police Department has received comments from people who attended the
Inauguration parade and saw Cincinnati officers on posts along the route.
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The comments have been overwhelmingly positive and complimentary of the
Cincinnati Police Department members. The officers were described as “a
dedicated professional group of officers that represented Cincinnati so very
well... [and who] could not have been more friendly.” Another observer noted
the Cincinnati officers were “very professional, courteous, and friendly. These
officers could not have shown Cincinnati in a more positive light.”

The Cincinnati Police Department is proud to have been asked to assist with this
national event, and was happy to provide assistance to a fellow major city police
department. The fifty one officers, representing all Bureaus in the Department,
are to be commended for volunteering for this important duty and for their
exceptional professionalism that brought credit to the Cincinnati Police
Department and the City of Cincinnati.

The United States Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) wants to make
American communities stronger and to build a safer nation. Public safety improves when
police officers live in a neighborhood. The Officer Next Door (OND) program helps make this
goal a reality by making homeownership faster and more affordable for Law Enforcement
Officers.

The program offers Law Enforcement Officers the opportunity to purchase a home for 50%
off appraised value. The homes become available to HUD after homeowners default on their
FHA-insured mortgages. The properties are HUD-owned single family homes in certain
designated revitalization areas. The program is available to all Law Enforcement Officers who
agree to make the homes their sole residence for three years following the purchase.

To qualify the Officer must be a full-time, sworn law enforcement officer who is employed full-
time by a Federal, state, county or municipal government; or a public or private college or
university. You must be sworn to uphold, and make arrests for violations of, Federal, state,
county, or municipal law. Your employer must certify that you are a full-time police officer
with the general power of arrest. You don't have to be a first-time homebuyer to participate,
but you cannot own any other residential real property at the time you close on your new
home. You must agree to live in the HUD home as your only residence for three years.

HUD also allows the purchaser to finance any repairs or improvements through two FHA loan
programs. The FHA 203B loan is a property acquisition loan with up to $5,000 in Repair
Escrow for required repairs. The FHA 203K loan is a property acquisition loan and a home
improvement loan combined together. All improvements, remodeling, and appliances
including stove, dishwasher, refrigerator, washer, and dryer can be added to the loan. The
maximum loan amount for acquisition and improvements is 110% of appraised value.

Additionally HUD allows the purchaser to finance all of the closing cost associated with the
purchase of the home. This includes: Loan Discount Points, Loan Origination Fees, Recording
fees and Transfer Charges, Broker sales commission, Survey, Title Insurance, Taxes,
Insurance, Credit report, Flood Certification, Home Inspection, and Home Warranty. The
ability to roll into the mortgage all property acquisition expenses allows Officers to move into
the homes with minimal out of pocket expenses. Most Officers move into their new
homes for a total of $100.

After school I hosted a junior high game between our 8th graders and Mt. Healthy. After this game our
reserve and varsity girls would play Lockland in our Varsity Gym. During the junior high game at Jacobs 1
received a call from Grant Stanley, our Head Basketball Coach that Harmony's Gym was extremely
crowded and that Rap Music was being played during timeouts with questionable lyrics. At approximately
5:15 a second officer by the name of Terrance Forte arrived at Jacobs with directions from Officer Ed
Hawkins to consult with me about the possibility of traveling to Harmony and standing near our team
bench. I quickly concurred with Officer Hawkins' suggestion and sent Officer Forte to Harmony.

Once I arrived, I found a large crowd in the gym along with the Cincinnati Police Officer Forte whom I
had sent earlier. Sensing that we could have some problems, I discussed possible scenarios with Police
Officer Forte, in case we had to react to some disturbance. I must say that the Police Officer Forte was very
professional and was equally concerned. We agreed that I would sit in the bleachers with students, fans,
and parents representing Jacobs and that he would continue to stand in the general area of our bench.
Shortly before game time Officer Hawkins arrived giving Jacobs two policemen present. I discussed with
Officer Hawkins concerning who should pay for the Police and I agreed tq pay for the two policemen
present. ) R

The game started and the first quarter went smoothly. With about 5:30 ;gxilaining in the second quarter, I
observed a student walking over near my direction being escorted by another individual. Officer Hawkins

-intercepted the two individuals and communicated that they should leave the area and slowly followed
them as they left. As they appeared to be exiting the doors at the far end of the gym, bedlam began. From
my location, I could only assume that a fight was about to break out. The two policemen, being paid by
CPS and Jacobs, were the only security that I witnessed responding. Immediately I told all of the students
from Jacobs in the stands to remain in the stands (I would estimate that we had 30 to 50 students present at
the game) and I ran onto the floor and arrived at our bench. Within a minute of the time I arrived on the
floor, I instructed our coaches to have the team exit the bench area and go into the Locker Room. I
continued to monitor the Jacobs crowd as the numerous sections of the gym emptied into the lobby.

After the confusion had died down, the team came back onto the floor via my request. I proceeded to
go over to the area where our students and fans were seated and thanked the students for their behavior and
conduct during the situation. Personally, I was very proud of the behavior displayed by our students.

1 would like to commend the support Jacobs received from the two officers mentioned above. Their
experience and foresight allowed us to continue playing the game under somewhat difficult conditions.
Without their presence I am uncertain what might have occurred.
